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COOPERATIVE SURVEY ENTOMOLOGISTS 


The Cooperative Economic Insect Report, in its present form, was 
started in May of 1952, and is an outgrowth of the old Insect Pest 
Survey Bulletin. It is a medium for publishing, on a national scale, 
current insect reports submitted by State and Federal entomologists 
and many other agricultural workers. The report is now being mailed 
weekly to more than 2500 readers. 


To improve the available information on general economic insect 
conditions throughout the country, and better utilize the available 
survey funds, a cooperative plan to place survey personnel ina 
number of states was started in 19538, It involves sharing the cost 
between the State and Federal governments of the actual survey work 
(of one individual) on approximately a 50-50 basis. The employees 
are state controlled and report all insect information directly through 
the state clearing house. After the information has been made 
available for release at the state level it is brought together for the 
national report. 


This cooperative program is now in successful operation in 18 states 
and the men assigned to this work in the various states are listed below:

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NVEATHER FOR THE WEEK ENDING JULY 26, 1954 


Most of tne eastern two-thirds of the Country received more rain this 

week than during any one of several previous weeks. The drought arex, 
centered in Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, and northern 5 

Louisiana, had no relief in the last seven days from either the heat or 

the dryness. The total rainfall during the last 10 weeks at Ft. Worth , 
Texas has been 1.74, 24 percent of normal. And at Fort Worth 
temperatures exceeded 100° each day for the last 18 days, with an 

average maximum of 105°, highestl09°. In the drought area the followin. 
record high temperatures were reached on the 26th: Austin, Tex., 1099, 
Smithville, Tex., 119, Llano, Tex,, 112°, Taylor, Tex., 112° and 
Junction, Tex., 110°. A new high temperature for July of 106° was 
ooserved at San Antonio on Monday. The central area where maximum 
temperatures were 100° or higher this week averaged about the size of the 
State of Texas, notably smaller in extent than during the previous week. 
Some areas of the Country however, recently had unseasonably low 
temperatures; Idaho, for example reported frost on ooth Thursday and 
Friday mornings while Salt Lake City had a minimum temperature of 

47° on the 4énd. Over most of the northern half and the western third 

of the southern half of the country temperatures averaged somewhat 

v¢low normal from 7° to 8° selow normal in western Washington and 
northeastern Oregon. This was in sharp contrast to the generally ) 
mucn-above-normal temperature condition of the previous week. ; 
Temperatures were slightly above normal along the Pacific Coast and 
in North Dakota and adjacent States. The south-central drought arez 
averaged from 4° to 89 above normal during this period. 


Beneficial rainfall-although in many cases inadequate - fell over the 
Country generally, except in most Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Oregon, and California. The total rainfall for the week wae 
more than one-half inch over about 50 percent of the eastern half of the 
Country and over a large area comprised of western Kansas, southern 
Colorado, eastern Arizona, western and northern New Mexico, and the 
Panhandles of Texas and Oklahoma, with over an inch of rain in a number 
of large areas, Locally rains were quite heavy, several localities 
having 4 inches or over during the period. The maximum reported was

GRASSHOPPERS - CALIFORNIA - Some serious injury by Oedaleonotu. 
eniqma to alfalfa, cotton and range land in Kern County, while 
Mclanopus devastator damaged these crops in Fresno County. Serious 
injury to vineyards, oaks, grass and range land in Napa County and 

_ serious infestations continued in Tehama County on range land, field 
crops and orchards. M. devastator ranged from 30-70 per square 

yard in parts of Colusa County. (Coop. Ins. Pest Rept. for June). 
IDAHO - Control operations in Acequia~Minidoka area of Minidoka 
County completed; kills very satisfactory. Potentially severe infestation 
appears to be developing in Antelope Valley-Sheridan Reservoir section 
of Fremont and Clark Counties. Approximately 5,000 acres have 

spotty infestation with over 500 Camnula pellucida per square yard in 
local areas. Average for entire area over 50 per square yard. Some 
heavy local migrations, (Nonini, week ending July 10). UTAH - Out- 
 oreaks continue serious in several parts of State. Estimated 16, 000 
acres infested by C. pellucida in Uintah Basin. Outbreak of this specie. 
still extensive and serious in Sanpete County, adults migrating to grain 
and alfalfa. Active control underway in many counties. (Thornley, 
Knowlton). NEW MEXICO - Heavy infestation still occurring up and down 
Rio Grande Valley making it hard to grow acrop. Fifteen hundred acres 
of field crops have been added to the acreage previously reported. This 
area is around San Cristobal, Taos County. (Dobson, July 17). 
WYOMING - Seem to be building up on grass land range areas treated 
about three years ajo. Build up may be from migration from untreated 
areas. (Pfadt), KANSAS - Grasshoppers, primarily M. mexicanus, 
continue to cause extensive injury to alfalfa in eastern area. Adults of 
first generation and nymphs of second readily found. From 3 to 8 adults 
per square yard and 20 to 80 nymphs. Increasing numbers of M. 
differentialis and M. bivittatus entering corn in northeast, from 5 to 3¢ 
per square yard in fence rows and margins. M. mexicanus nymphs 
(second generation) appearing in large numbers in corn in eastern 

area, from 30 to 80 per square yard some fields. (Matthew). NEBRASKA - 
Four crop species causing severe damage to alfalfa in spotted locations 
of southeastern area, Severe damage to cultivated crops in western 
Neporaska. (Roselle). TEXAS - Melanoplus differentialis heavy wide- 
spread on pastures, ornamentals, corn, and cotton in Tarrant County. 
Large area south of Ft. Worth severely infested. (Davis, McCullough). 
Brachystola magna medium locally in Van Zandt County, (Garner). 
Mixed species medium widespread on peanuts, sorghum, pastures in 
Comanche and Montague Counties. (Davis, Roberts), ARKANSAS - 
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Problem will likely become more acute during next two weeks. Apout 
90 percent of M. differentialis mature. Drought causing migration. 
Severe injury to sorghums, corn, soybeans, alfalfa and other crops 

can be expected in local areas where populations high. Absence of 
parasitic diptera in grasshopper beds notable. M. differentialis 
defoliating trees in local areas of Benton County. (Warren, Barnes). 
MISSOURI - Heavy widespread damage continues over most of State, 
aided by severe drought conditions. M, bivVittatus entirely adult, 
considerable egg-laying. Thread worm parasites relatively heavy on 
this species in northwest. M. differentialis development varies and 

is most abundant species. Second-instar M. mexicanus numerous in 
pastures and stubble fields. A survey by all county agents shows 

19, 329,134 acres of crop and pasture land estimated infested to point 

of requiring control measures and about 5 percent of this total already 
treated. (Kyd, Thomas), MINNESOTA - Alarming reports continue 
regarding buildup throughout State.

Parks, Goleman). TENNESSEE - Continue to damage tobacco, alfalfa, 
corn and other crops in Clarksville area. Moderate injury in many 
tobacco plantings. Infestation heavier than for several years. (Scott). 
DELAWARE - Abundant many areas. (Late News). MARYLAND - 
Melanoplus spp. abundant in pastures and roadsides in Montgomery County, 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


MORMON CRICKET - MONTANA - 6, 840 acres baited with excellent 
results in Powell County. Twelve hundred acres remain to be treated. 
Custer National Forest areas in Park County will be treated later. 
WYOMING - Park County completed control operations on 2, 990 acres. 
Small areas remain on Bridger National Forest. Range land controls 
applied to July 3: Colo, 500 acresIdaho 3,400, Montana 6, 840, Nevada 
38, 600, Utah 50,000, Wyoming 2, 990; Total 102,330. (Grasshopper 
Cont. Proj., July 3). IDAHO - Infestation of Peranabrus scabricollis 
with occasional Anabrus simplex found on 500-600 acres on Bishop 
Mountain, Fremont County. About 50 percent adult. (Nonini, July 10). 
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EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Pyrausta nubilalis) - KANSAS - Infestation 
rates in counties examined: Jackson, Pottawatomie and Shawnee 4to 12 
percent, Marshall 4 to 8 percent, Nemaha 4 to 16 percent. First brood 
about 90 percent pupated, (Matthew). OKLAHOMA - Fifth-instar larvae 
of second brood at Bixby, July 21. (Arbuthnot), NEBRASKA - First-gen- 
eration larvae 50 percent pupated in southern counties, 30 percent in 
northern areas. Second-generation adults at lights in Lancaster County, 
Scattered heavy infestations in southeastern counties. (Roselle). 
MINNESOTA -. Heavy first generation infestation in southern counties 
points to possible heavy second-brood moth flight. Larvae mostly 
from first to fourth instars, (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). ILLINOIS - 
About 14 percent pupated, 64 percent in fifth instar. Average percent 
infested plants and borers per 100 plants by county: Will 47.2 - 47.2, 
Kane 16.8 - 10.1, LaSalle 56.0 - 95.2, Ogle 55.2 - 149.0, Lee 64.0 - 217.6, 
Bureau 70.0 - 153.0, Henry 79.0 - 199.0, Mercer 100.0 - 550.

KANSAS - Light on 
sorghums in Nemaha, Pottawatomie & Riley Ca (Mitthew}TEXAS - Light 
widespread on sorghums in Panhandle area, lighter than last year. 
(Daniels), MINNESOTA - Infesting 25 percent of tassels in several parts 
of Faribault County. (Minn. Ins, Rept. Serv.:). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - CALIFORNIA - Severe damage 
to untreated sweet corn in Riverside County during June. (Coop. Ins, 
Pest Rept.). UTAH - Only moderate numbers.in maturing corn. 
(Knowlton). ARKANSAS - Damage to young corn approaches 100 percent 
in many fields over State, Most larvae in whorls mature. °. (Warren, 
Barnes), ILLINOIS - As much as 20 percent of silks in some sweet corn 
Show eggs in central area, (Petty), MARYLAND - Heavy infestation in 
early sweet corn at Salisbury. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.) DELAWARE - 
Damaging ears of sweet corn, (Late News), 


CORN ROOTWORMS - ILLINOIS - Fifty-one percent of silks of corn 
infested by adults of Diabrotica longicornis in Will County, 30 percent 
in Iroquois County. Two percent of silks also infested in Will County 
by D. undecimpunctata howardi, 15 percent in Iroquois County. (Petty). 


MISSOURI - aD. undecimpunetata howardi howardi cauits common on corn over 
State, some fields have 5-8 beetles per es per plant. D. longicornis adults 
moderate to heavy on corn over northwest quarter, some fields in © 

- Buchanan County have 7-9 beetles per plant; (Kyd, Thomas). KANSAS - 
Diabrotica spp. continue to emerge in many corn fields of northern 

area, Counts of 5 beetles per plant in many fields, but situation con- 
siderably less serious than at same time in 1953. (Matthew). 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - MICHIGAN - Moving from winter 
darley to corn at Riga, Morenci and Deerfield. (Hutson). OHIO - Has 
migrated to corn joining small grain, Many farmers treated marginal 
rows. Fourteen western counties reported damage. (Parks, Goleman). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - NORTH CAROLINA - Very 
light on corn in Wake County. (Olive), Light, one per 100 terminals, on 
peanuts in Edgecombe County. (Dogger). ARKANSAS - Light infestations 
in:-Lincoln, Crawford and Washington Counties. (Warren, Barnes). 
ARIZONA - Extensive damage to grain sorghum in Duncan area, Greenlee 
County, {Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Diatraea grandiosella) - KANSAS - 
Twenty-five percent infestation in experimental corn in Stafford County. 
(Painter, July 12). OKLAHOMA _ Fourth and fifth instars of second 
brood at Bixby July 21. Second brood apparently lighter than last year. 
(Arbuthnot). ARIZONA - Severe in one 50-acre field of corn at Phoenix, 


about 50 percent pupation. (Ariz, Coop. Rept. ). 


SPIDER MITES -- NEW MEXICO - Severe local infestations on corn and 
sorghum. (Dobson, July 1%). 


WH EAT HEAD ARMYWORM (Protoleucania albilinea) - NEBRASKA - 
Damaging oats in Box Butte County. (Hill). 


SAY STINK BUG (Chlorochroa sayi) - ARIZONA - Infesting some alfalfa 
seed fields in Roll and on ‘Yuma Mesa, high as 40 to 50 per 100 sweeps. 
Extensive damage to seed crop. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae anda) - ILLINOIS - Average of 4. 4 
per sweep in alfalfa and clover in east southeast and 17. 5 in alfalfa in 
southwest, (Petty), OHIO---Yellowing on second cutting of alfalfa. As 
high as 8 - 10 per sweep though g leanseihe Ig hLy variable in different

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MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus leucophthalmus) - ILLINOIS - ; 
Average 1. 27 per sweep in 3 fields of clover in northwest section, .06 
per sweep in 4 fields of alfalfa and clover in east southeast section. 
(Petty). 


_ LYGUS BUGS - CALIFORNIA - Heavy in alfalfa seed fields in Kern 
County, medium in Riverside and Imperial Counties aind medium to 
heavy in Colusa County. (Coop. Ins. Pest Rept., June), NEVADA - 
Localized infestations in Lovelock Valley. (Gallaway). WYOMING - 
Buildup in Fremont County, seems worse than in recent years. (Poyner). 
UTAH - Infesting alfalfa in substantial numbers. Spraying underway. 
Great numbers moving from ~ recently-cut alfalfa to row crops in 
Davis County. (Knowlton, Nichols), ARIZONA - Numerous on alfalfa 
at Parker, Yuma County, and in Pinal and Maricopa Counties. Lygqus 

-hesperus abundant on untreated fields at Yuma, as high as 5 - 8 per sweep. 
(Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


GARDEN WEBWORM Loxostege similalis) - MISSOURI - Moderate to 
heavy on pigweed and alfalfa in southeastern quarter. Moth activity 
heavy over northern two-thirds of State, small larvae appearing in 
central third. A few fields of alfalfa show 75 ~ 80%terminals infested. 
(Kyd, Thomas), ARKANSAS - Infesting most alfalfa in northwestern 
counties. Infestations generally light, up to 2 larvae per sweep. 
(Warren, Barnes). 


WEBWORMS - OKLAHOMA - Activity in wheat evident in scattered 
fields over State. (Rogers). SOUTH DAKOTA - Loxostege sp.. damaging 
late planted soybeans in southeastern counties. Moths abundant 

(up to about 5 per square foot) along field margins. (Lofgren). 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias philodice eurytheme) - ARIZONA - 
Defoliated many acres of alfalfa at Parker, Yuma County. Also occur- 
ring on alfalfa at Roll and Yuma. New growth on Yuma Mesa has 4 - 5 
larvae per 100 sweeps. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


APHIDS - NEVADA - Localized infestations in alfalfa in Lovelock Valley. 
(Gallaway). CALIFORNIA - Medium damage to alfalfa in Imperial County 
during June by Therioaphis ononidis, (Coop. Ins. Pest Rept.). ARIZONA - 
T. ononidis has decreased sharply on alfalfa in Yuma area but still 
prevalent in many fields at Roll, Yuma County. (Ariz, Coop. Rept. ). 
NEW MEXICO - Myzocallis trifolii_ has spread on alfalfa from the 

border of Texas up the Rio Grande to the Rincon Valley and is continuing 
unabated throughout the State. (Dobson, July 17). 
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BLISTER BEETLES - ARKANSAS - Epicauta sp. continues to cause 
concern on alfalfa, (Warren, Barnes), MISSOURI - Injury by Epicauta 
spp. to soybeans continues in widely scattered areas of s uthern 
two-thirds of State, heaviest damage in southeast and east central 
areas. Ten to 25 percent of some fields destroyed. (Kyd, Thomas). 
OKLAHOMA - Remain active in Stillwater vicinity. (Bieberdorf). 
NEBRASKA - Epicauta sp. damaging alfalfa and soybeans in Seward 
County. Flights to lights common. (Roselle). 


ARM YWORMS - MINNESOTA - (Pseudaletia unipuncta. causing moderate 
to heavy damage in untreated fields in west central and northwest counties. 
Emergency aircraft and ground spraying equipment and supplies adequate 
for successful control. As of July 23, armyworms were present in 
most counties, but were causing damage in small grains chiefly in 
northwest area, Control operations being successfully completed in 
southern counties (mostly corn) and in west central and northwestern 
counties (on small grains). (Minn. Ins, Rept. Serv.). MICHIGAN - 
Isolated armyworm infestations continue to appear, latest include 
Engadine and Cheboygan. (Hutson), “WYOMING - Severe infestations 

of P, unipuncta_on oats, barley and legumes in Goshen County. Popula- 
tions from 25 to 100 larvae per square yard. Control measures used on 
many farms. Pupation underway. (Robb). COLORADO - Second brood 
(P, unipuncta) light to heavy on barley and beets in Larimer, Weld and 
Boulder Counties. Insecticidal treatments required. Some parasitism 
developing. (Colo. Ins. Det. Comm.). NEW MEXICO .- Reports from 
Rio Grande irrigated areas indicate very heavy populations all way north 
to Socorro. Mimbres Valley has several alfalfa fields invaded, Severe 
injury to hegari in Virden. Controls underway. (Dobson, July 17). 
SOUTH DAKOTA - While many in pupations still enough small larvae to 
cause threat to flax, corn, soybeans and limited damage to alfalfa in 
some areas, principally northeastern. Small grain harvest nearly 
complete in southeast counties. (Halvorson, Lofgren, Spawn). NEW YORK 
Infestations in Broome, Cayuga, Erie, Niagara, Oneida, Orleans, 
Ontario, Wayne and other counties. Parasitism very high in most 
fields so infestation probably will not be heavy though it is extensive. 
(Gyrisco). 


VELVETBEAN CATERPILLAR (Anticarsia gemmatilis) - LOUISIANA - 
Light infestation on soybean in Plaquemine Parish, very light on alfalfa 
in Assumption Parish, (Smith, Burns), 


LEAFHOPPERS - UTAH - Numerous in many alfalfa fields in northern 

and central areas, (Knowlton), OKLAHOMA - Continue active in 

lawns in Oklahoma County. (Rogers). NEW YORK - Very destructive 

on alfalfa in Broome, Columbia, Albany, Dutchess, Erie, Monroe, 

Cayuga and Jefferson Counties. Some injury noted in Oswego, Thompkins 
and Wayne Counties. In lower Hudson Valley many new seedings will 

be lost or badly injured if control not used. (Neunzig, Koehler, Gyrisco). 
SOUTH DAKOTA - About 2.5 clover leafhoppers per sweep and 0 to 3 
potato leafhoppers per 10 sweeps in alfalfa. (Halvorson). 


THRIPS - TEXAS - Medium heavy locally on peanuts in Comanche County, 
9-20 per terminal bud. (Davis). UTAH - Extremely numerous on 
blossoming alfalfa, (Knowlton). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - 
LOUISIANA - Very abundant on soybean in Assumption, St. Mary and 
Iberia Parishes, (Burns). 


RED-NECKED PEANUTWORM (Stegasta bosquella) - FLORIDA - 
Infestation has been heavy on peanuts at Monticello, (Phillips). 


RHODES-GRASS SCALE (Antonina graminis) - FLORIDA - Severe damage 
to Para grass in Dade County. In 1, 300 acre pasture at Princeton, 
240 acres killed and 160 acres severely infested. (Link).

A GRASS BILLBUG (Calendra phoenicienus) - CALIFORNIA - Severe 
injury to lawns in Santa Clara County during June.. (Coop. Ins. Pest Rept. ). 


ANTS - FLORIDA - Paratrechina longicornis averaged few colonies rer 
square foot of St. Augustine grass and Solenopsis geminata averaged a 
colony per Square foot of Bermuda grass at Homestead. (Link). 
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FRUIT INSECTS 


ORCHARD MITES- MASSACHUSETTS - Building up and bronzing foliage 
in untreated areas. Two-spotted spider mite and European red mite 
causing much damage in some orchards. (Crop Pest Cont. Mess. ): 

NEW YORK - European red mites built up to high proportion in Orleans 
County and injuring leaves. Two-spotted spider mites numerous In 
western part of County. (West). Latter two species building up in many 
orchards in Wayne County. (Dalrymple). NEW JERSEY - On increase in 
some orchards and control warranted. (Farley). MARYLAND - European 
red mite prevalent on epples, at Salisbury, Wicomico County. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). INDIANA - Spider mites shown more than usual increase 
on apples over previous week, but have not reached populations common 
on same date a year ago, in Orleans area. (Marshall). In many orchards 
in Vincennes area, most prevalent species .Tetranychus spp. (Hamilton). 
MICHIGAN - Metatetranychus ulmi_ numerous in apple orchards of 
southwestern section, July 18. (Hutson). MISSOURI - Problem in 
orchards over State. European red mite more abundant in southeast 
section than two-spotted spider mites. (Wkly. Rept. Fr. Gr.). UTAH - 
Increased greatly in numbers and injury in Utah County orchards. Apple 
and pear foliage particularly suffered. Conspicious pear leaf scorch in 
many orchards caised mostly by a brown mite and European red mite.

Heavy infestation in same 
block in 1953. (McNicholas). Bait catches increasing in Monroe County. 
(Corey). Numerous in traps at Williamson, Wayne County. (Dalyymple).. 


CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - WASHINGTON - Weather 
slowing up development and no second-brood moths yet. (Newcomer). 
OREGON - Adults of first generation started emerging July 17 in 
Willamette Valley. (Jones). UTAH - Above normal injury in a few 
northern counties. (Knowlton), MISSOURI ~ Weather has held new 
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enteries to almost zero, but adults found in bait traps. (Wkly. Rept. 
Fr. Gr.). INDIANA - Heavy hatch on apples underway, Orleans area, 
(Marshall). NEW JERSEY - Noticeable increase in second -brood 
injury in central and southern section. (Farley). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - MARYLAND - Extremely 
heavy on apples, grapes and ornamentals, southern Charles County.

PEACH TWIG BORER (Anarsia lineatella) - CALIFORNIA - Severe damage 
to peaches in parts of Merced County, (Coop. Ins. Pest Rept., June), 


GREEN JUNE BEETLE (Cotinis nitida) - ILLINOIS - Common in southern 
half of State. Occasional injury to peaches. (Petty). 


PEAR PSYLLA (Psylla pyricola) - OREGON - Serious infestations in 
Benton County, (Ritcher). 


MEXICAN FRUIT FLY (Anastrepha ludens) - MEXICO - A female 
Specimen was taken from a trap in an orange tree at Ensenada, Baja 
California, 65 air miles south of California border, on July 14. This 
is the first finding at this location and eradication measures will soon 
begin. Total Mexican fruit flies trapped to date in Baja California since 
the first finding on January 22, 1954 aré ll at Tijuana, 1 at Mexicali 
and 1 at Ensenada. (Stephenson).

_ infestation of orange trees in Brazoria County. (Fuller), 


CITRICOLA SCALE (Coccus pseudomagnolatum) - CALIFORNIA - 
Some severe infestations in citrus orchards in Tulare County. Control 
necessary, (Coop, Ins, Pest Rept., June). 


ORANGE TORTRIX (Arayrotaenia citrana)- CALIFORNIA - Heavy damage 
to orange fruit inSan Diego County, (Coop. Ins. Pest Rept., June). 


GRAPE LEAFHOPPERS - CALIFORNIA - Severe injury by Erythroneura 
elegantula in 400 acres of grapes in Merced County. Control necessary. 
(Coop. Ins. Pest Rept., June). UTAH - On increase and injuring grapes 
and Virginia creeper, causing conspicuous leaf discoloration in many 
cases. (Knowlton). WYOMING - Severe infestation of Erythroneura Sp. 
on home-grown grape vines'in Johnson County. Insecticides applied. 
(Poyner), ~ 


A PLUM LEAF MINER (Nepticula slingerlandella) - OHIO - Moderately 
heavy infestation causing defoliation of sour cherries in Erie County. 
(Rings). 


PEAR-SLUG (Caliroa cerasi) - IDAHO - Infestation on cherry trees in 
southern section, Common in southwestern area in untreated prune 
and cherry orchards. (Gibson, Walz, July 17). NEVADA - Second 
generation appearing on cherry in western area. (Gallaway). 


A SCALLOP SHELL MOTH (Calocalpe undulata) - MICHIGAN - Defoliated 
000-700 acres of choke cherries near Mesick. (Hutson). 


A PROMINENT (Schizura impomoea) - IDAHO - Again showing up in the 
Fruitland area in southwestern section, Larvae found in cottonwood and 
cherry trees, Populations quite small. (Walz). 


OLIVE SCALE (Parlatoria oleae) - CALIFORNIA - Medium to severe . 
damage in olive orchards in. Tulare County. (Coop. Ins. Pest Rept., June). 


GRASSHOPPERS - MASSACHUSETTS - Noticeable in orchards. (Crop 
Pest Cont, Mess. ). 


A LEAF-FOOTED BUG (Leptoglossus sp,) - UT.aH - Continued to 
attack ripening fruits in parts of Sanpete, Emery, Weber, Davis, 
Salt Lake and Utah Counties. Worst season for fruit and yucca plant 
injury in many years. (Knowlton). 


RED-BANDED LEAF ROLLER (Argyrotaenia’ velutinana) - NEW JERSEY - 
Distinct increase in second brood in Camden County. (Farley). 


SIX-SPOTTED MITE (Tetranychus sexmaculatus) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy 
infestations in some avocado plantings in San Diego County. (Coop. Ins. 
Pest Rept., June). 


RED-BANDED THRIPS (Selenothrips rubrocinctus) - FLORIDA - Nymphs 
and adults averaged 1 to 15 per square foct on avocado, guava, mango 
and cattleya fruit in Dade County. This pest may be increasing to peak 
abundance, (Wolfenbarger), 


PLUM CURCULIO (Conotrachelus nenuphar) - GEORGIA - Second-genera- 


tion eggs at Fort Valley, July 19. All varieties of peaches, except regular

New damage less noticeable in all areas as dis-~ 
persion over large areas occurring. (Parencia et al). 


COTTON FLEAHOPPER (Psallus seriatus) - TEXAS - Injurious in- 
festation continue in the Plains area with infestations warranting control 
in 28 percent cf fields inspected. Infestations decreased in northwest ana 
Cross Timbers areas. (Parencia et al). 


APHIDS - LOUISIANA - Slightly less abundant than week inSt. Landry 
Parish, (Smith), ARKANSAS - Aphis gossypii increasing some fields.

MINNESOTA ~- Egg production at peak. (Minn, Ins, Rept. Serv.). 


AN ASIATIC OAK WEEVIL (Cyrtepistomus castaneus) - DELAWARE - 
Feeding on oaks at many places in New Castle and Kent Counties. 
(Late News). 


WALKINGSTICK (Diapheromera femorata) - MICHIGAN - On oak at 
West Branch, July 13. (Hutson). 


AN OAK PRUNER (Hypermallus villosus) - MICHIGAN - Reported from 
Lansing, Grand Rapids and Adrian, (Hutson). 


LARCH SAWFLY ({Pristiphora erichsonii) - MINNESOTA- Defoliation 
throughout northern counties. (Minn, Ins. Rept. Serv.). MICHIGAN - 
Noticeable at Higgins Lake and East Tawas, July 13. (Hutson). 


_LOCUST LEAF MINER (Chalepus dorsalis) - RHODE ISLAND - Mild 
this season throughout State. (Hyland). 


-. FALL CANKERWORM (Alsophila pometaria) - VIRGINIA - Numbers of 


trees dying where heavy outbreaks of the larvae occurred last year in 
Grayson and Smyth Counties. (Simpson, Morris). 


. EUROPEAN PINE SHOOT MOTH (Rhyacionia buoliana) - MICHIGAN - 
An infestation found 4 miles south of Calumet, July 12, Adults appeared 
on-same date. (Hutson). 


LARGER CANNA LEAF ROLLER (Calpodes ethlius) - FLORIDA - 
Severely defoliating canna plants at Sebring. Average of 2 larvae per 
plant. (Weems). 


A JAPANESE WEEVIL (Pseudocneorhinus bifasciatus) - DELAWARE - 
Heretofore recorded only from Seaford, was found at Bridgeville on 
forsythia. (Late News), 
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PINE NEEDLE SCALE (Phenacapsis pinifoliae) - SOUTH DAKOTA - 
Has become exceedingly abundant on pine and spruce plantings during 
the past few years. Much more abundant in towns and in shelterbelts 
than in native timber. (Severin). 


SPRUCE SPIDER MITE (Paratetranychus ununguis) - RHODE ISLAND - 
Nearly all nurseries inspected with light to moderate infestations on 
arborvitae. (Hyland), 


SPIDER MITES -KANSAS - Tetranychus spp. continue to be a major pest 
in nurseries, (Matthew), SOUTH DAKOTA - More abundant and destruc- 
tive to spruce and elm in cities and towns over State. (Severin). 
WYOMING - Infestation throughout State on cedars and causing great 
concern to owners of ornamental plantings.

FULLER ROSE BEETLE (Pantomorus godmani) - FLORIDA - Adults 
defoliating some ornamentals in Jackson and Gadsden Counties. (Mead). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia). - IDAHO - Damaging 
ornamental plants, particularly dahlias, and has become nuisance in 
dwellings Twin Falls area. (Gibson), 


COTTON STAINER {Dysdercus suturellus) - FLORIDA - Average of 
5 per hibiscus plant at Samoset. (Bickner). 


BLACK TURPENTINE BEETLE (Dendroctonus terebrans) - GEORGIA - 
Infestation in ornamental pines in Clark County. (Jordan). 


BLISTER BEETLES - GEORGIA - Heavy feeding of Epicauta sp. on 
mimosa foliage in Upson County, July 15, (Bowden).

damaging arborvitae in Spotsylvania County. (Kash). GEORGIA - Heavy 
infestations on arborvitae and juniper in Bibb County, July 15.

FLORIDA - Damaging several plants at Tallevast, (Kelsheimer). es 
KANSAS - Continues to be a major pest in nurseries, (Matthew). 


DOUGLAS-FIR TUSSOCK MOTH (Hemerocampa pseudotsugata) - IDAHO - 
Heavy infestation in farm-yard trees in Moscow area, These isolated 
infestations have been observed in widely separated sections since the 

big outbreak of the pest during 1946-47. (Barr), 


ELM LEAF BEETLE ( Galerucella xanthomelaena) - CALIFORNIA - 
General infestation of elms in Merced County, Also found in Sacramento 
Valley and Marin County. (Coop. Ins. Pest Rept., June). OHIO - 
Damage from first generation obvious on English elms. Hatching 
underway for second generation. (Parks, Goleman). 


FALL WEBWORMS - OKLAHOMA - Numerous. (Howell). 


BOXELDER BUG (Leptocoris trivittatus) - WYOMING - Very numerous 
in some areas of State. Concern to property owners, Insecticides used. 
(Poyner), 


PSOCIDS - TEXAS - Causing heavy webbing on trunks and limbs of shade 
trees in Jefferson County. (Fuller), Large numbers on green fir 
lumber and dry lumber in dark cool places in Pecos County. (Randolph).

LIVESTOCK FLIES :- RHODE ISLAND - Heavy localized infestation of 
Tabanus nigrovittatus in South Kingstom during last several weeks. 
.(Matthewson).VIRGINIA - One heavy infestation of Musca domestica at 
ata dairy, otherwise light in Floyd County. (Talley, Morris). Siphona 
irritans and Hypoderma lineatum light in Floyd and Smyth Counties. 
(Talley, Eller), KANSAS - Unusually low numbers of Siphona irritans 
(2 per animal) and Stomoxys calcitrans (6 per animal) on unsprayed 
cattle at Manhattan due to hot dry weather. (Matthew). OKLAHOMA - 
House flies and stable flies continue at low ebb in most areas. Scudder 
grid counts average less than 5. (Howell). UTAH - Horn fly common, 
often extremely numerous, on cattle in most areas. (Knowlton).

A CICADA KILLER (Sphecius speciosus) - MISSOURI - Adults more 
numerous than for many years and causing much attention over State, 
(Kyd, Thomas). 


A CICADA (prob. Tibicen linnei) - WYOMING - Found in great numbers 
in northern sagebrush areas. sas. (Poyner, July 17). 


EUROPEAN CHAFER (Amphimallon majalis)-N; 'Y,-The annual scouting 
program was continued during June and July by fcilowing leads as to the 
distribution of plant materials in 1946, 1947 and 1948 from the known 
infested area at Newark, New York, This work revealed infestations, 
varying from light to moderate, in a cemetery at Buffalo, an industrial 
plant at Niagara Falls, adjacent to a nursery at Elmira, a housing 
development at Syracuse, and a housing development at Liverpool. 
Infestations varied from one acre to areas of 11/2 by 1 square mile. A 
program for control and suppression in the outlying areas at Buffalo, 
Niagara Falls, Elmira, Syracuse and Liverpool is in process of initiation,

RECENT IMPORTANT INTERCEPTIONS AT PORTS OF ENTRY

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at San Juan, Puerto Rico (Sanders). The melon fly, Dacus cucurbitae , 
in cucumber and tomato from Hawaii at San Pedro (Roth, Munkittrick, 
The oriental fruit fly, Dacus 
dorsalis , in bananas from Hawaii at San Pedro (Gray) and in mangoes 
en route to the mainland from Hawaii at Honolulu, T. H. (Gomez, Aoki); 
cherry fruit fly, Rhajoletis cerasi (LJ, in cherries from France at 
National Airport, Arlington, Virginia (Miller); the Mexican fruit fly, 
Anastrepha ludens , in mangoes from Mexico at Nogales, Arizona 
(Furr, Noel, Wilson, Zuck); Anastrepha sp. possibly ludens in mango 
from Mexico at San Ysidro, California (Algert); the West Indian fruit 
fly, Anastrepha mombinpraeoptans , in mango from Honduras, Nicaragua, 
Salvador and in Annona sp. from Costa Rica at San Pedro (Hart, Roth).

SOUTH DAKOTA - In central eastern area average of 71 percent of corn 
plants infested with EUROPEAN CORN BORER, with 3.3 borers per 

plant, first brood. Development: 21 percent second instar, 40 third, 

33 fourth, 6 fifth, State as whole shows very heavy infestation of first 
brood with heavy damage expected. (Halvorson, Spawn). WHITE GRUBS 
in corn in Minnehaha County (Schrader) and in barley in McCook County 
(Kelton), Early-planted sweet corn shows about 90 percent infestation 

by CORN EARWORM. VIRGINIA - Up to 70 POTATO LEAFHOPPERS 

per 100 sweep in alfalfa in Tazewell County, as high as 140 per 100 sweeps 
in Floyd County. (Godsey, Morris). GRASSHOPPERS average 190 per 100 
sweeps and MEADOW SPITTLEBUGS 130 per 100 sweeps in Tazewell 
County alfalfa. (Morris), EUROPEAN CORN BORER heavily damaging 
corn in Bland County, 33 plants per 100 feet of row damaged by 3.3 
larvae per plant in one field. Nine stalks per 100 feet of row damaged in 
Grayson County. Nineteen stalks per 100 feet of row damaged in Giles 
County and damage heavy all over Smyth County. (Eller), JAPANESE 
BEETLE usually heavy, worst yet, on corn in Chilhowie and Glade Springs 
area,Smyth County. Eight to 10 beetles on some stalks. (Eller). Severe 
damage to corn and grapes on one farm Washington County. (Gorsline). 
Light damage to rose and other plants in Roanoke County. (Reynolds). 
SAP BEETLES present in all fields where European corn borer and/or 
corn earworms causing damage. TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE damaging 
in margins of soybean fields in Princess Anne County. (Greenwood). 
GREEN CLOVERWORM damaging clover in Sussex County. (Parson), 
SOUTH CAROLINA - Several outbreaks of FALL ARMYWORM on grasses 
in Charleston area. (Cuthbert), CHINCH BUGS causing heavy damage 
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to 200 acres of millet grown for duck food in Berkeley County. (Nettles). 
IDAHO - CLOVER SEED WEEVIL populations in Long Valley area of 
central Idaho have not increased over last year. Most specimens in 
clover along roadsides. Heavy populations of LYGUS BUGS in small 
clover seed fields in this same area, from 8 to 50 per sweep. Populations 
considerably higher than past two seasons. (Manis). .SPIDER MITES 
occur ring in some red clover and bean fields in southwestern area, 
Heavy in one red clover field. (Walz, Manis, July 24). GEORGIA - 
FALL ARMYWORM causing extensive bud damage to late-planted corn 
in Macon County, July 13.. (Rohwer ). Damage also to whorls in 
Clarke County, July 17. (Jordan), LESSER CORNSTALK BORER moderak 
in cowpeas, July 13. (Geiger). ORIENTAL FRUIT MOTH infestation 
in Fort Valley area lighter than average year, (Snapp).
